LOOKING BACK 


As you may have noticed by now, there are no 
stories to read in this yearbook. The Reflector staff 
and editors decided it was time for a change. The 
trend in yearbooks is moving towards making the 
book more appealing to the reader by having more 
pictures. One of the goals 1 had as an editor was to 
make sure that each student was in the yearbook 
somewhere, and last time I checked with the index, 
everyone had at least one page next to his/her name. 
By having more pictures featured in our book, I feel 
we have accomplished our goal. Now that there is an 
explanation for the mysterious disappearance of the 
stories, 1 would like to recall a few events here at 
WHS. I give you the Year In Review. 


From the day school started back in August, one 
could tell that the 1997-98 school year would be like 
no other. To start with, Whiting High School is 
celebrating its 100th year in existence. While it may 
not be that important to some people who do not live 
in our community, it is a great event for those who do 
live here. It says that Whiting as a community has 
been able to continue to grow while still staying close 
like a family. The first time WHS opened its doors 
back in 1898, it had one principal, three teachers, and 
eight students. Now WHS has increased in size 
tremendously to 26 teachers, 250 students, and sev- 
eral staff members. 


1997-98 was a big year in sports at WHS. After 
much controversy, this year marked the beginning of 
class sports for high schools in Indiana. By doing 
this, competition was made fair for all schools; until 
now, football was the only sport affected by the class 
sports system. The Oiler football team became Sec- 
tional 33 Champions for the second consecutive year 
and finished their season with a record of 10-3. 



In other sports this 
year, senior wrestler 
Josh Noojin placed 
third in Regionals, 
qualifying him to ad- 
vance to Semi-State. 
Noojin also set a 
record in his weight 
class for the quickest 
pin. He pinned his 
opponent from Gary 
West Side on the mat 
in just 13 seconds 
flat. 


For the first time in ten years the Lady Oilers 
softball team, led by Coach Laub and Coach 
Donovan, became Sectional Champions. Whiting 
beat Michigan City Marquette 5-0 to win this pre- 



cious title. The softball team then went on to beat 
Morgan Township 4-2 to take the title of Regional 
Champions. They were defeated, however, in the 
Semi-State round by Frontier High School. 

Though this is not the first year for WHS to have 
classes taught via Long-Distance Learning, the Long- 
Distance Learning class did receive new equipment. 
This year, five 
classes were 
taught over the 
system. WHS 
Spanish teacher, 

Mrs. Klochan, 
taught Spanish I 
to a class at 
Hanover Central 
High School. Two 
of the classes were 
taught by college 
professors. 
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Two things that shaped the 
way students studied here at 
Whiting High School included 
the new split Lunch/Choice pe- 
riod and the switch to nine week 
grading periods. Last year. 
Choice was held at the end of the 
day as an opportunity for stu- 
dents to get their homework done 
or receive help from a teacher in a 
class that they might otherwise 
fail. All grades 9-12 ate lunch 
together. While the purpose of 
Choice was still the same this 
year, it was held at a different 
time. For the underclassmen. 
Choice was from 12 pm to 12:30 
pm and lunch was from 12:35 pm 
to 1:05 pm. For the upperclass- 
men, lunch was from 12 pm to 
12:30 pm and Choice was from 
12:35 pm to 1:05 pm. This was 
done to allow for smaller lunch 
lines in the cafeteria and to make 
Choice mandatory for everyone. 
Last year students who took a zero 
hour were not required to take 
Choice because the two class 
times overlapped each other. The 
switch was made from six week 
grading periods to nine week 
grading periods traditionally 
seen in the lower grades. With the 
nine week grading periods, every 
three weeks deficiency notices 
were sent home if the student was 
receiving any grade lower than a 
"C" in a class. Changes were 
made for the benefit of the stu- 
dents. 


The Hoosier Theater opened its 
doors once again after being 
closed for 12 years. The theater's 
marquee lights up 119th Street 
every night.

Those students who attended 
the Lock-In had a blast I'm sure. 
With volleyball, basketball, and 
ping-pong tournaments going on 
in the gym, who wouldn't have 
fun? For those not interested in 
participating in sports, there were 
board games, movies, and video 
games. The Lock-In was spon- 
sored by the PTO. This was the 
third lock-in in four years. 



Over the summer and during 
some of the school year, WHS did 
some building and remodeling. 
The wood shop was turned into 
two separate science labs, one for 
chemistry and one for biology.

ter serving eight years there. Mr. 
McCullum was warmly wel- 
comed on January 7 with a small 
ceremony held in the school caf- 
eteria. 


WHS began the school year by 
welcoming four new teachers: 
Mr. Donovan, Mr. Elijah, Ms. 
Hylek, and Mr. Segudovic; and by 
the end of the year had turned 
them into diehard Oiler fans. Mr. 
Donovan graduated from Lake 
Central High School and Jackson- 
ville State University. He teaches 
Government, Economics, Sociol- 
ogy, and Psychology and is the 
assistant softball coach for the 
Lady Oilers as well as a basket- 
ball coach for the boys. Mr. Elijah 
graduated from North Newton 
High School and Valparaiso Uni- 
versity. He teaches World Geog- 
raphy and Current World Prob- 
lems. Ms. Hylek graduated from 
East Chicago Roosevelt and 
Purdue University Calumet. She 
teaches Communication Arts, En- 
glish 10, and Journalism and is the 
adviser for The Tattler and The 
Reflector. Mr. Segudovic gradu- 
ated from Hobart High School 
and St. Joseph's College. He 
teaches P. E. and Health and is an 
assistant football coach for the 
Oilers. These four teachers are a 
welcome addition at WHS. 


The Class of 2000, this year's 
sophomores, was the first class to 
take the new ISTEP+ test. It is 
now mandatory to pass this test 
in order to graduate from high 
school. The sophomores did very 
well on the test and as a result Mr. 
Flick treated the class 



to lunch at Shakey's. In both the 
Math and English portions of the 
test, Whiting scored near the top. 
Only a small number of students 
scored below the state standard 
and the school is doing its best to 
see that these students pass the 
next time around. 


Thanks to the Whiting Fire and 
Police Departments, along with 
cooperation from the Parks De- 
partment, Whiting High School 
was again able to have its bonfire. 
In years past, the bonfire was held 
during the week of Homecoming 
to spark school spirit for the big 
game on Friday. This year the 
bonfire was held the week of the 



Battle of 119th Street. Students 
didn't let this damper their enthu- 
siasm; they were still as excited as 
ever as they heard some inspira- 
tional words from various ath- 
letes and felt the warmth of the 
bonfire. Food was provided by 
the PTO and music was provided 
by John Milch. 



The Whiting PTO has been ex- 
tremely involved in the student 
life at WHS. They not only spon- 
sored the lock-in, but also cheered 
on the many sports teams, worked 
in the concession stands, and sup- 
ported students in their many aca- 
demic endeavors. This year the 
PTO awarded students for their 
academic achievements the same 
way they are awarded for their 
sports achievements by receiving 
a"W." Students with a GPA of 3.0 
or better received a "W" and a 
blue honor roll pin. Students 
with a GPA of 4.0 or better re- 
ceived a "W" and a red honor roll 
pin. Each "W" had a lamp of 
learning in the center to denote 
that it is an academic "W." 


Prom was another big event at 
Whiting this year. It was moved 
to Friday night from the normal 
Saturday night prom. Students 
who attended prom received the 
second half of the day off in order 
to prepare themselves for a night 
of dancing and fun.

The 
NHS along with the Student Council arranged this year's Christmas 
Fund Drive. Formerly known as the Christmas Toy Drive, this year 
students were asked to donate money instead of gifts. Once the goal of 
$500 was reached, students received a dance in the big gym during 
seventh hour on the last day of school before winter vacation. 


Senior Julio Barrera has plenty 
to be proud about. Barrera sub- 
mitted a design to the competi- 
tion that decides which design 
will go on the Red Ribbon T- 
shirts next year. His design was 
chosen from submissions from 
twenty school districts in North- 
west Indiana. The design will be 
featured on almost all the drug 
prevention paraphernelia to be 



seen in the region within the next 
year. Julio was also accepted into 
the American Academy of Art in 
Chicago, one of the best art 
schools in the world. The chances 
of getting in are about one in fifty. 
Julio has wanted art to be his pro- 
fession since he was young, but 
he never dreamed of getting into 
such an elite school. 


In a break from tradition, this 
year's graduation ceremony was 
held on the first Sunday in June 
rather than the first Thursday. 
The change was made to allow for 
more out of town relatives and 
friends to attend. In addition, 
scholarships were presented dur- 
ing this year's ceremony. Also, 
this year's slide show was shown 
only to the graduating class in the 
auditorium before the ceremony 
and then it ran continuously on 
two screens in the cafeteria, 
where graduates and their guests 
where invited for dessert. 


For one of the first times in 
history WHS closed its doors for 
three days due to the major bliz- 
zard that hit Northwest Indiana. 
The blizzard knocked out the 
school's power for the majority of 
one day and tainted the city's wa- 
ter supply. Students only had to 
make up two of the three days 
missed. These days were made up 
at the end of the school year on Fri. 
June 5 and Mon. June 8. 


There you have it, the Year In 
Review. I hope this has helped 
recall some of the good times and 
memories made at WHS.
